Page 2. 

Lines 33 and 34, leave out (“ are at present ”) and insert (“ have 
“ hitherto been ”) 

Line 35, leave out (“ discharges ”) and insert (“has discharged”) 

Line 36, leave out from (“district”) to (“and”) in page 3, 
line 1, and insert (“ but one of said coroners, Doctor William 
“ White, has lately died, and it is expedient that no successor 
“ should be appointed in his place, so that the two offices 
“ hitherto existing may now be amalgamated, and that hence- 
“ forth there shall be but one coroner of and for the county 
“ of the city of Dublin : Be it enacted, that Doctor Nicholas 
“ Conlethus Whyte, now the surviving coroner of and for the 
“ said county of the city of Dublin, shall on and from the 
“ passing of this Act attain to and hold the office and discharge 
“ the duties of sole coroner of and for the county of the city 
“ of Dublin, and thereupon and thereafter there shall be paid 
“ to the said Doctor Nicholas Conlethus Whyte and his suc- 
“ cessors in office, in addition to the salary which is now or 
“ which under this Act would be payable from time to time 
“ to him, the amount of salary which was, or which under this 
“ Act would have become payable to the said William White, 
“ deceased ”) 

Page 3. 

Line 5, at end of clause 4. add (“ Provided always, that nothing 
“ herein contained shall in any way affect the right of the 
“ personal representatives of the said William White, deceased, 
“ to receive all arrears of salary and emoluments, if any, to 
“ which the said William White, deceased, was entitled at the 
“ time of his death ”)
